— Though  I have 
feen  His  Majedy  very  unquiet,  it  did  not  arife 
to  that  Degree  of  Inquietude  which  denoted  a 
Difeafe  that  would  be  of  very  long  Duration.-  I 
thought  there  was  fomething  in  the  very  Habit 
of  Body,  as  well  as  in  His  Majefty’s  Complexion, 

and 
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and  in  what  had  been  His  Way  of  Life,  that  was 
very  favourable  to  a Cure. — Where  there  is  not  a 
very  great  Exertion  of  Body  or  Mind,  Perfons  who 
have  lived  in  the  Way  His  Majefly  has  done,  are 
very  rarely  liable  to  this  Illnefs. — From  the  Ac- 
count I had  from  my  Brethern,  who  had  the  Ho- 
nour to  attend  His  Majefly,  I had  very  great  Ex- 
peftations  that  it  would  end  happily,  from  this 
Circumflance — that  it  had  not  for  its  Forerunner 
that  Melancholy  which  ufually  precedes  a tedious 
Illnefs  of  this  Sort. — I never  knew  an  Inftance  of 
an  Illnefs,  that,  under  proper  Care,  run  to  any  great 

I..ength,  which  had  not  been  fo  preceded. As 

for  Experience,  I have  vifited  a confiderable  Num- 
ber of  Patients  in  that  Difeafe,  in  and  round  Read- 
ing.— Finding  they  could  not  be  taken  fo  much 
Care  of  as  they  ought  to  be  in  th?ir  Floufes,  and 
that  I might  be  as  little  interrupted  as  poffible  in 
the  Pradlice  of  other  Branches  of  my  Profeflion,  I 
built  a Houfe,  contiguous  to  my  own,  for  the  Re- 
ception of  fuch  Patients. — I vifited  them  there  con- 
ftantly  every  Day.  I had  from  8 to  lo  Patients 
there  ufually  at  a Time. — During  that  Time,  Two 
Patients  were  admitted,  who  were  reafonably  deem- 
ed to  be  incurable  at  the  Time  of  their  coming,  and 
for  Years  before. — During  the  Charge  of  my  Pati- 
ents, for  Five  Years  together,  at  that  Houfe,  1 never 
had  more  than  Tv./o  other  Patients  that  were  not 
cured  within  the  Year,  and  continued  well,  as  far  as 
ever  I .knew.  Some  recovered  in  much  fhorter 
Time  ; and  I had  feveral  that  were  quite  well  within 
a Quarter  of  a Year. — If  any  of  thofe  Perfons  had 
relapfed,  I believe,  from  the  partial  Opinion  of  their 
Families,  I fhould  have  heard  of  it. — Where  there 
is  a relapfe,  I fliouid  not  call  it  a perfedl  Cure. 
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What  State  of  the  Patients  did  Dr.  Addington 
confider  a's  a Cure  ? 

When  the  Patient  was  able  to  do  every  Thbig 
that  a Man  in  Health  does. 

What  were  the  particular  Circumftances  of  the 
Two  Patients  before  mentioned  by  Dr.  Addington, 
which  occalioned  their  being  deemed  incurable? 

One  of  thofe  Perfons  had  been  for  many  Years 
under  the  Care  of  a very  fkilful  Phyfician,  in  an  Houfe 
for  the  Reception  of  Patients  under  . this  Diforder. 
It  was  a Cafe  that  was  different  from  all  others 
with  which  I have  been  acquainted,  both  in  the 
Caufe,  and'  in  the  Circumflances  which  preceded  and 
'attended  it. — The  other  was  a Patient,  who  I believe, 
had  been  ill  very  many  Years  ; ihe  had  been  for  fome 
Time  under  the  C re  of  an  eminent  Phyfician,  who 
wiflied  her  to  be  put  into  a Houfe  where  fhe  ntight 
be  taken  Care  of  for  Life  ; fhe  was  Atrabilious  in  the 
higheft  Degree,  and  died,  from  the  Effefts  of  that 
Diforder,  in  about  a Week, 

Whether  the  Majority  of  the  Patients  undefyour 
Care  were  Men,  or  Women  ? 

I think  nearly  equal.

I had  not  always  Raom. — I excluded  none  on 
Account  of  the  Nature  of  the  Diforder. 

What  has  been  Dr.  x^cldington’s  Attendance  oii' 
his  Majefly  ? , 

I faw  his  Majefly  for  Three  Days  fuccefhvely,  aitd 
for  twice  each  Day  for  a confidciable  Time, 

Whether,  during  the  Time  of  that  Attendance, 
he  obfcrved  any  Signs  of  actual  Convalefcence  in 
His  Majefly .?

Pepys  fees  any  prefent  Signs  of  Convalefcence ; 

His  Majefty  is  more  quiet  than  He  has  been ; but

Are  there  any  aftual  Symptoms  at  prefent,  which 
lead  Sir  Lucas  Pepys  to  entertain  more  favourable 
Hopes  of  His  Majefty ’s  Recovery,  than  he  has  hi- 
therto had  during  his  Attendance  ?

Abatement  of  his  particular  Diforder  ? 

From  His  Majefty’s  general  State  of  Health  being  H 
better.  His  Sleep  is  more  quiet.  His  Appetite  is  bet-  / 
ter,  and  he  is  more  in  His  ufual  State;  all  viLich  C 
Circumftances  muft  previoufly  occur  before  Reco-,  J 
very;  But  thefe  are  only  Rading  Steps  towards  Re-  \ 
covery — the  Diforder  ftill  remains  ; it  is  difficult  to" ^ 
fay  whether  it  is  actually  abated.

Whetheritis  Sir  Lucas  Pepys’s  Opinion,  that  there 
is,  oris  not,  at  prefent  any  Abatement  of  Kis  Ma- 
jefty’s Diforder  ?

Way  of  explaining  it  is  by  Analogy  to  fome  other 
Complaint.  In  the  Cafe  of  a Mortification,  where 
the  Bark  would  inoft  probably  effect  a Cure,  1 comld 
not  i'ay,  during  feveral  Hours  after  its  being  taken, 
wdiether  there  w-as,  or  w'as  not,  any  Abatement  of 
the  Mortification  : So,  in  the  Cafe  of  His  Majefty, 

1 cannot  fay,  whether  the  Return  of  general  Health 
has,  of  has  not,  yet  produced  any  actual  Abatement 
of  the  particular  Hiforder  ; but  fuch  a Return  of  ge- 
rreral  good  Health  would  lead  me  to  be  of  Opinion 
that  an  evident  Abatement  might  be  expedled.  I 
can  however  /ay,  that  no  adlual  evident  abatem.ent 
has  yet  taken  place.

Rather  upon  general  Experience  ; though  I think 
there  is  nothing  peculiar  in  His  Majefty’s  Cafe  which 
forbids  the  Prefumption  of  Recovery. 

Whether,  in  His  Majefty’s  Diforder,  'you  fee  any 
prefent  Signs  of  Convalefcence  ?

Whether  Dr.  Reynolds  apprehends,  that  in  Cal- 
culations founded  on  general  Experience,  every 
Cure  in  the  fame  Perfon  is  included  ? 

I apprehend  that  it  is — they  confider  every  Rc- 
lapfe  as  a new  Difeafe. 

Whether  Dr.  Reynolds  can  affign  any  known 
Caufe  to  which,  in  his  Judgment,  His  Majefty’s  Dif- 
order is  referrible  ? 

No ; I cannot.
